Republic of Gabon: Brown Lloyd James (BU) assisted the President of Gabon, the First Lady, and their team with organizing 
a dinner at the Museum of Natural History, a private dinner with ten news editors and senior journalists, a cocktail 
reception for dignitaries, a dinner at a New York restaurant on September 22, a meeting with a group of American 
businesses interested in investing in Gabon, and a speech by the President at the College of William & Mary in 
Williamsburg, Virginia. In this role, BU assisted with its reputation management efforts, including serving as an 
intermediary with ABC News, producing a story on Gabon. BU contacted then-President of ABC News, David Weston, as 
part of this effort.

Foundation. We did no reportable work for the Shafallah Center for Children with Special Needs during this period.)

Republic of Gabon: The President and First Lady's visit to the U.S. in September 2010 was designed to promote Gabon 
among U.S. and international politicians, U.S. investors, and to generally raise awareness of Gabon for tourism, business, 
and as a leader in "green" initiatives. In particular, the President of Gabon's speech to the College of William & Mary in 
Williamsburg, Virginia on his "Green Gabon" initiative, delivered on September 25, 201 0, furthered this effort. The 
President also gave an interview to the Financial Times newspaper, facilitated by BU, to the Financial Times to drive 
investment in Gabon. Other activities are described in the answer to Question 11.

The Loomba Foundation: We assisted the Loomba Foundation with coordinating that group's 
annual Gala Diwali Dinner, held on November 1, 2010 at the Jumeirah Essex House in New 
York. As part of our planning work, we advised on strategic invitations and distributed 
invitations to the event. The event was attended by international political figures, interested 
celebrities such as Cilia Black, Yoko Ono and Joanna Lumley, and other VIP guests. Part of the 
event's purpose was to raise funds for the Loomba Foundation, however BLJ neither received 
nor handled these funds on behalf of the Loomba Foundation. 

China-U.S. Exchange Foundation: We arranged for third party spokespeople to speak on behalf 
of the China-U.S. Exchange Foundation in order to develop and foster a community of like- 
minded experts on U.S. -China relations. BLJ sent a daily media monitoring report to the client. 
We also arranged for media campaigns in national and local U.S. sources, focusing on particular 
areas that can benefit from U.S. cooperation with China, including art, environment, sports, 
business, education, security and technology. We also organized and staffed journalist site visits 
to China for reporters focusing on international business, foreign policy and cultural issues and 
for journalism students. We also arranged for former U.S. congressmen to visit China, and 
helped CUSEF to redesign its website. 

Qatar 2022 Bid Committee: We assisted with Qatar's 2022 bid by reaching out to our media 
contacts, developing press releases, creating and promoting special events, and developing media 
monitoring services for the client.
